‘Anglo-US. Talks 


IMts will bo needed for 
in accurhte assessment 
of the fruits of the Anglo- 
American conference now 
drawing to Jts close, but it 
scema anny anfe to clalm 
that the talks between the 
British and American 
atuteamen have yielded 
useful results and — that 
differences of opinion have 
been largely composed. On 
the questions of Indo-China 
In particular and Southeast 
Asia in general, President 
Elsenhower and Sir Win- 
ston Churchill have clearly 
reached a sensible —com- 
promise, The British Prime 
Minister appears to have 
extracted from the Presl- 
dent an official blessing for 
his policy of “having a 
xood try” at bringing peace 
to Indo-China through con- 
tinued negotiations, while 
Sir Winston, on his part, 
has agreed to “press for- 
ward” In conjunction with 
the United States with 
plana for a Southeast Asia 
defence scheme. With char- 
ncterigtic adroltness, Sir 
Winston has hit upon a 
fovanula which enables both 
operation: to be cum- 
plementary, and = without 
prejudicing one or the 
other. Thus, if the Indo- 
China negotiations finally 
fail, America, Britain and 
other members of — the 
Commonwealth wil be 
ready to impleme a 
Southeast Asin  defeteo 
scheme. It represents 4 
clever dovetailing of differ- 
ing policies. 
F equal interest Is Sir 
Winston Churchill's wider 
views un co-existence — be- 
tween the Communiat and 
non-Communist nations of 
the world, The ex- 
‘ tremists are certain to 
sneer at and belittle hish 
sentiments, but the more 
thoughtful are capable — of 
appreciating that the Prime 
in{ster jy striking a new 
note when he decluros he is 
quite aure “nothing is more 
likely to bring about — the 
modification of the rigorous 
Russian system of Com- 
munism than contacts — be- 
tween the Russian people 
and the peoples of — the 
Western world." Sir Win- 
ston’s vision of co-existence 
may aot this time appear to 
be illusionary; may = even 
prove to be so. But if there 
is to be any improvement 
in the human relations be- 
tween the Communist and 
free worlds, it must surely 
depend on the type of con- 
tacts which the Prime 
Minister outlined in Wash- 
ington on Monday. Sir 
Winaton’s firm belief in the 
ultimate will of the people, 
no matter under what 
political systems they may 
live, is the foundation for 
his vision of co-axistence.

New York, June 29. 

For the first time next month, the United States will discuss with other nations 
some of the precautions taken at its super-secret atomic proving grounds in the Pacific. * 
The explanation will come in the United Nations in answer to protests by the Marshall : 
Islanders about radioactive injuries to their people from the March 1 hydrogen blast. 

A full review is scheduled to start on July 6 before the Petitions Committee of the Trusteeship 
Council. Russia and India, both committee members and already critical of U.S. atomic policy, 
are expected to exploit the protest for propaganda purposes and call for a ban on further. atomic 
and hydrogen tests until world controls can be established.

Its Bohemian Charm 


New York, June 29. 
Greenwich Village, former ‘Bohemia’ for many American 


artists and writers, 


who 


forsook conventional 


ways in its 


romantic streets, is getting to be as tame as a small suburban 


community. 


Looking back at the two square miles at the lower end of Man- 
hattan which New Yorkers call “the Village,” those who have emerged 


from its cold water flats and dingy attics 


see the 


respectably dressed 


generation of “Bohemians” teday as strictly as middle class. 
But in the Greenwich Village of 30 years ago, “middle class” meant 
that there was enough money to buy three good meals a day. 


Edmund Wilson, one — of 
the American writers who 
inhablted the village of the 
1920's, wrote of the district 
through a character in one 
of its books, 


“Thad turned my buck on the 
world of mediocre alms and 
prosule compromises; and at 
that priee — what brave spirit 
would not pay iW’—-f had been 
set free to follow poetry.”

since the war than raw cotton. 


And certainly 


none has been subjected to more government 


“interference” in one form or another.

supplies into a closer relationship with demand. 

At the moment, this relationship is very one- 
sided. Price-support schemes and acreage control 
~eapecially in the United States, the world’s most 
important cotton producer—have superseded the 
age-old law of the market-place. 


As a result, production 
has outstripped demand, and 
the world now has 16,800,- 
000 bales of raw cotton in 
excess of immediate re- 
quirements. 

Moreover, production this 
year is expected to reach a new 
post-war record of 37,200,000 
bales, or 2,600,000 bales more 
than spinners und other users 
ure Ukely to want. So that 
amount will go to Increase the 
embarrassing surplus thal has 
piled up in the chief producing 
countries,

In times of over-production, 
the surplus = would presumably 
be taken off the market by a 
“buffer stock" authority instead 
of by national Governments. 
And if the buffer stock threaten-

deul with its own “burdensome” 
surplus, 


Fundamentally, nothing would 
be changed, and the consumer 
would go on paying high prices.
